Ireland has no sympathy with the de¬ 
signs of Italy and Germany and al-- 
ready has shown her good faith when 
shore leave had to be cancelled fo: 
three hundred Italian naval cadets 
because of hostile demonstrations 
against them in Dublin. If Mr. 
Chamberlain had nothing else to his 
credit but this,—and he has,—it 
would alone suffice. He removed the 
last causes of friction between the 
two countries and established confi¬ 
dence where there was nothing but 
mistrust. We may look for a continu¬ 
ance of these relations unless trouble 
breaks between the two parts of Ire¬ 
land in which case Britain would 
necessarily become involved,

He organ¬ 
ized the machinery to put it into prac¬ 
tice, leaving the workings of it to the 
“technicians” of whom the Majoi 
might reasonably be regarded as the 
chief, but the Major fell down on the 
job. He would not come out to sup¬ 
erintend the operations, but content¬ 
ed himself with criticizing from 
abroad. He may be a competent 
judge as to what S.C. is in theory 
but Aberhart and Hargrave are more 
competent to judge its applicability. 
Far be it from us to sit in judgment 
on the question at issue. If anybody- 
says he is a Social Crediter we take 
his word for it. He would not say it 
if he did not believe it true, and, 
moreover, a person does not have to

In the meantime how 
lo they five ? They peddle shoe laces. They ask for hand- 
>uts, and there are few who. will refuse them a meal. They 
woefully ask for cast-off shoes or shirts or coats—and 
there is no denying that they need all these things before 
hey can tackle a job. Half-fed and half-clothed, some are 
lot equal to the heavy work which they are seeking. And 
vho seems to Tare?' Whose duty is it to care? They are 
mstled out of the cities and out of the towns. They are 
non apparently without home or country. Who are they, 
and where have they comd from, these human beings just 
l little less fortunate or less able than the reft of society. 

It is safe to say that if they were inconie tax payers, 
•very last one of them would be carefully identified and 
hecked. But they aie on the,other extreme. They are thj 
lien for whose 'support our taxes are paid. Then why 
ihould there not he an equally careful check kept, in order 
hat they can he removed as efficiently as possible from 
he relief classes. 

Every winter when these men must be fed and housed, 
here is a great to-do between governments as to how much 
hey cost. There are all manner of relief agencieswrest- 
"ng. arguing and costing money. Why cannot these same 
■elief agencies, exercise a little action in the summer, in 
lacing men systematically aa they are needed. The fed¬ 
eral government is fundamentally responsible for the eon- 
iition, hut the provincial governments are no less lax 
Every man who is at any time a charge on the state 
should he checked for name anrf occupational ability. Hu 
should report monthly to authorities with information as 
to employment |md wage. Themshould be imrrinc'al con¬ 
trol with co-opcration of municipalities, in order that this 
senseless, costly waste of men and rrioney be halted. 


Although an 80 cent minimum is admittedly too low. 
naving consideration for the cost of production, it is at 
.east a gesture that'secures the farmer against such com. 
plete price collapse as he has - experienced in, past years. It 
:s apparently argued that the farmer is a tough bird and 
an take more misery than those in any other line of in- 
lustry. ■' - 

, No doubt the secondary industries, and even such prim¬ 
ary products as lumbeiing and fishing, have their worries, 
-liut it is inconceivable that the production of a pair of 
hoes, a farm implement, or a pair of overalls can he sub- 
ect to such unaigArollable misfortunes as the production 
of a bushel of wlieaK Just one season of farm operation, 
with its worries of froki and heat, of winds and grasshop¬ 
pers of drought and frost and hail would he a liberal edu 
ation for those who are reluctant in setting a fair mini¬ 
mum for farm produce. Yet all the products whjch a far¬ 
mer must buy, and which are produced from year to yeai 
with reasonable certainty of market, are protected by th« 
federal government. They are in effect, subsidized. Ther 
why should the farmer not be safeguarded to a degro 
omparable with what he has to buy? But eighty cent 
wheat is not a comparable price. 

In order to set a minimum which would bring the far¬ 
mers ovei the west some measure of independence through 
heir crop returns, many factors must Ire considered. 

The average yield over the whole acreage of the West 
> -d *o wheat should he estimated over a ten-year period 
The average grade has to he considered. Statistics must 
' uke into account the cost of preparing land, seed and 
'cil ng- the cost of harvest labor, accessories and maeh- 
nery. • The whole investment must be taken into account 
ust as is done by any secondary industry in setting the 
price of an article. ' "

Germany has been doing the same thing for several 
years and as a result has reduced imports of foreign wheat 
and flour to almost negligible proportions. Ten years ago 
Germany’s annual imports of wheat averaged around 40 
million bushels and the hulk came from Canada. National¬ 
istic countries in Europe maintain tariffs on imported 
wheat up to.$250 nor bushel. They have made wheat flour 
and white bread a luXuary, something to be used sparingly. 
For such a step they plead two main .reasons. First, neces¬ 
sity for self-sufficiency of foodstuffs in the advent of war 
and. second, reduction of imports to the level of their ex¬ 
ports. 

So long as Europe maintains these restrictions on im¬ 
ports it is going to be difficult indeed for Canada to find 
•! profitable export market for the amount of wheat that 
this country must produce if the Prairie Provinces are to 
prosper.

The man with $25,000 earned 
income, with a wife and one child, 
pays in Britain $7,688 in income tax. 
According to News-Review, he would 
pay in Canada $8,652, less than half
